Aug. 19.—</P>—China 
today adopted « new gold stand- 
ard currency and ordered all banks 
close for the next two days to 
permit an orderly conversion. 
Government Spokesman Holllng- 


:on Tong said the currency wll 
be called "gold yuan" and that 
t will be backed by 100 percent 
reserves. He said it would be con- 
vertible to foreign exchange un- 
der control. 


The official announcement

not disclose rates for which the 
new currency will be exchanged 
tor the old, Inflated paper money. 
But official sources said the rates 
would be one gold yuan for 3,000,- 
000 Chinese dollars of the nation- 
al currency now In use, four gold 
ruans for each U. S. dollar and 
two gold yuans for each Chinese 
silver dollar. 


On this basis It was estimated 
that the government must Issue 
at least half-a-bllllon gold yuans 
to cover the ISO-trillions In na- 
tional currency outstanding.

Catholics Accuse

JERUSALEM, Aug. 


Latin patriarchate released today 
a report by the vicar general for 
Galileo accusing Jews of criminal 
acts against 12 Roman Catholic In- 
stitutions in northern Palestine. 


The report, by Monslgnor An- 


thony Vorganl, an Italian citizen, 
has been forwarded by the patri- 
archate to the Vatican secretary 
of state, 
It alleged that seven churches, 


convents and hospices have been • 
looted by Jews and others seized 
by force. It expressed concern that 
the Jews might "start a contin- 
ued expropriation of ecclesiastical 
properties which 
may have 
no 


small repercussion in the Chris- 
tian world." 


Earlier. Jewish 
soldiers were 


accused by tho pastor of a Greek 
Catholic church In Jaffa of break- 
Ing Into the church and carrying 
off religious objects. In a letter to 
tho apontollo delegate of the vat- 
lean and other Christian leaders 
In Jerusalem, the pastor, the Rev, 
G. Rlzlk, said: 
"I bring to you my protestation 


ugulnst this odious crime. We have 
always heard loud declaration! on 
tho part of tho Jewish chiefs that 
they respect churches and religi- 
ous heads, TliOHo acts do not cor- 
respond with these words."

Refrigerators 


The refrigerator can do Ita job of 


keeping food clean and wholesome 
more thoroughly If the food Is prop 
i 


'erly stored In it, Miss Eva Sue Mor- ' 
rltt, county 
home demonstration 


agent, says in giving a few points 
on refrigerator storage. 


The coldest spot in the Icebox '.s 
nearest the freezing cabinet, the 
agent says. This Is where the most 
perishable foods go—such foods as 
fresh and cooked meats, poultry 
and fish, meat broth, gelatin dish- 
es, milk, mllk-and-egg dishes like 
custard and cottage cheese. These 
foods need a temperature of around 
40 degres F. or slightly colder, says 
Miss Merritt. 
Take a look at modern refriger- 


ators. They are built to store these 
foods near the frezlng compart- 
ment. Toll shelves for milk bottles 
are beside the unit, and a meat com- 
partment Is just underneath. Keep 
perishable foods covered, and un- 
' cooked meat loosely covered or tak- 
en out of Its wrapping and put In 
the meat compartment of the Ice- 
box, says Miss Merritt. 
Don't crowd foods to closely to- 
gether because this will out off the 
circulation of the cold air around 
them. Let cooked food cool to room I 
temperature before putting It into 
the refrigerator. "Put It Into re- 
frigerator as soon as It cools," Miss 
Merritt says. "You don't want to 
leave It out any longer, for It may 
spoil."
